DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 22-24, 26, 27, 29-32, 34-47 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 22-24, 26, 27, 29-32, 34-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation in claim 22, line 20; claim 30, line 18; claim 40, line 16; claim 43, 
line 21 recite the limitation of "the carbon filter combination". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 29 and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, fourth paragraph, as being 
of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the 
claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 29 
depends from canceled claim 28 and claim 47 depends from canceled claim 1 . These 
claims are treated as being dependent on claim 22. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 22 is objected to because of the following informalities: the recitation in 
line 5 of "filter circumferentially_surrounds" appears to have an extraneous mark 
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between "circumferentially" and "surrounds" and the mark should be stricken. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 22-24, 26, 27, 29-32, 34-47 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a product comprising a 
catalyzed foam filter and a wall flow filter combination wherein the wall flow filter 
circumferentially surrounds at least a part of the catalyzed foam filter and wherein the 
exhaust gas flows through the foam filter and then a space between the foam filter and 
the wall flow filter and then the wall flow filter wherein the product is constructed and 
arranged to convert NO in engine exhaust to N0 2 . 

Specifically, US 6808688, teaches a filter configuration substantially similar to the 
claims (fig. 1 ; col. 3, line 60-col. 4, line 22). However, '688 fails to teach, and indeed 
disparages, the use of a catalytic foam filter (col. 2, lines 35-50) in the filter 
configuration. Therefore, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time applicant's invention was made to combine the filter configuration of 
claims 22, 30, 40, or 43 with a catalyzed foam filter without the benefit of applicant's 
disclosure.
